REMARKS 

The present application was filed on February 6, 2002, with claims 1-12. Claims 1-12 are 
currently pending in the application. Claims 1,11 and 12 are the independent claims. 

Claims 1-12 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness 
type double patenting over copending U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/251,136, filed 
September 20, 2002. 

Claims 1, 2, 7-9, 1 1 and 12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,751,310 (hereinafter "Crossley"). Each of claims 3, 4-6 and 10 stands rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Crossley in combination with another reference.
